The  Food  Distribution  Adninistration  has  authorized  the  Dair;)^  Products  Marketing 
Association  to  purchase  Cheddar  cheese  needed  f or,  Lend-Lease  and  other  energency 
'requireraents,  including  all  cheese  required  to  be  set  aside  pursuant  to  Food.  Dis- 
tribution Ord'er  No",  15,  Cheddar  Cheese,  and  not  sold  to  other  designated  agencies-, 
DPH'IA  vaill  buy  the  cheese  under  Announcenent  DPJ'IA-4,,  copj'"  of  which  has  been  sent 
directly  to  grading  personnel"  fron  DPI'IA.  ,  '  . 

Q,uant_ityj_    Offer's  are  preferred  in  raaxiriun  carlots  of  40,000  pounds,  _Tot_a2.  net. 
weight  should  be  recorded  on  the  certificate  in  full  pounds  only.    Fractions  of, 
1/2  and  over  v;ill  b.e  recorded  next  higher  full  pound.  ..Fractions  under  l/2  .pound 
will  be  dropped  to  next  lower  full  pound.     On  deliverj''^  variation  in  delivered- 
quantity  of  any  grade  from  the  offered  quantity  of  each  grade  v\fill  be  permitted 
to  the  extent  of-  not  more  than  5  percent  of  the  total  offered  quantity  of  all 
grades,  provided  that  the  total  quantity  of  all  grades  delivered  shall  not  vary 
more  than  one  percent  from  the  total  quantity  offered  and,  provided  further,  that 
no  carlot  delivery  shall  be  less  than  a  nininun  carlot.  .  . 

Quality:  All  cheese  shall  be  at  least  ten  daj^s  old  at  'the  time  of  inspection. 
Cheese  offered  as  U.  S.  No,  1  or  IT,  S.  No,  2,  shall  meet  the  quality!-  requirements, 
which  are  clearly  sta.ted  in  Announcement  DPEA  -2,  under  .each  grade  specification* 
Mixed  carlots  of  U.  S.  No.  1  and  U,  S,  .No,  2  vrill  be  accented.    The  cheese,  shall 
be  inspected  before -of fers  are  submitted, 

_In_spe_c_ti_onj_    The  grades  and  weights  of  the  cheese  shall  be  evidenced  bj'-  certifi- 
cates issued  b;^  the  Food  Distribution  Adrdnistration,  U.S.D.a,     Certificates  dated 
not  more  than  thirty,  days  in  advance  of  the  date  of  the  offering  will  be  accept- 
able, provided  the  cheese  is  kept  under  i^roper  storage  conditions  to  assure  main- 
tenance of  quality.    Sellers  shall  furnish  FDA  inspectors  with  a  m.anifest  show- 
ing lot  numbers  and  the  nuraber  of  packages  of  each  vat  of  cheese  contained  in  the 
carlot  and  if  sold  on  the  "dry"  basis,  the  nuiaber  of  pounds  of  each  vat,  and  the 
moisture  test  of  each  vat, 

Pa_cka_g_in_g  _and_  Ma£k_ing_:_Particular  attention  should  be  given  to  the  markings  of 
the  cheese  and  containers  to  see  that  they  conform  with  conttact  requirements; 
also,  note  that  scale  boards  are  required  next  to  the  top  and  bottom  of  each  in- 
dividual cheese.     Containers  should -^^e  of  the  type  and  st^rle  specified  in  the 
offer  and  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  set  forth  in  FSC-1714B.  The 
cheese  shall  bo  r,arked  with  the  name  or  factory  number,  dai©-af..jnanuf acture  or 
equivalent,  and  vat  number.    Each  container  shall  be  clearlj'-  stenciled  or  stamped' 
on  one  side  with  the  name  of  the  product,  net  weight,  vendor'';-;  name  and  address, 
and  contract  number.

a  U3Da  lot  nuribor,    Mhexe  cheerfo  is  held  in  a  plant  or  private  v/arohouse,  each 
container  shall  be  stamped  v;ith  a  TJ3DA  lot  nunbor.    Where  choose  is  stored  in  a 
public  v/arehouse ,   it  v/ill  only  be  'riecessarj''  to"  stanp  sanples  i/7ith  TJSDA  lot  nuraber 
as  the  iTarehousc  lot  niu'ib'-r  can  be  used  for  identification.

M 'norandiiris_  a.nd  C  rtif  icates :    Iltinoranduns  covering  carlots  of  nixed  grades 
should  .separately'-  indicate' those  vats  graded  U,  S.  ITo,  1,  and  those  graded  U.  S. 
ITo.  2.     The  nurlb  ;r  bf  pa'clcages  and  the  total  pounds  of  each  grade  shall'  be  shown 
separ^itely  on  the  certificate.    The  certificate  nust  shov;  the  total  nujnbcr  of 
vats  acceptcjd  and  the  total  nunber,   if  any ,  that  are  rejected,  to  provide  nec- 
essary'' irifOCTUit ion  f 'or- auditing  the  certification  of  the  tinount  of  the  fees  and 
charges  that  the  vendor  is  to  be  reinbursed  by  DPliA.     One  copy''  of  the  certificate 
and  one  coj^y  of  the  contractor's  certified  noisture  report  should  b£  nailed  di- 
rectly to  the  DHIA  office,  110  IJorth  Franklin  Street,  Chicago,  111. 

Fee_s_and  Expe_nses_:  ii.ll  inspection  fees. and  charges,   including  total  cost  of 
grading,  v/eighing,  and  noisture  dcterninat ion,  shall  be  paid  by  the  vendor.  The 
DPl'IA  T)/ill  re inburse  ■  the  vendor  for  fees  and  charges  for  grading,  i/eighing,  includ- 
ing t raveling' and  pfir  dien  expenses,  and  noisture  deteininat ion  not  to  exceed 
^35.00  per  40,000  pound  cairlot,  applicable  to  cheese,  dqlivered  to  DH'IA.     It  will 
not  re  inburse  the  vendor  for.  imy  part,  of  the  fees  and  charges  that  uxo  apTilica- 
ble'to  rejected  cheese  or  cheoso  that  is  not  delivered  to  DPIiA#     In  doternining 
the-  anount-- to  be  allocated,  to- vats  rejected,  the  totr.l  of  the  grading  fees,  ex- 
clusive of  weighing  and  noisture  deterninat ion  costs  and  traveling  and  per.  diem 
expenses ,' shou.ld  be  divided  by  the  total  nunber  of  vats  graded  and  this' anount 
should  then  be  nultiplied  bj';  the  number  of  vats  rejected.     In  the  event'  rejec- 
tions are  excessive  and  involve  considerable  additionfil  tine  or  necessitate  return 
tTips  to  conplete  -grading,  a  proportionate  finount  of  the  traveling  and  per,  diem 
expenses  should' also  be  a.llocated  to.  the.  ■va.ts  reje-cted.     Cert  if  icat  ion -6f  re- 
inbursenent  to  vendor  shall  be  shovm  on  certificate,  under  rem£.rl:s  in  the  follow- 
ing form:     "The  -anount  for  which  the,  vendor  will  be  reinbursed  by  DHIA  for  in- 
spection fees  and  charges  on  the  certificate  is  .
